reveal elite haven 
for hidden wealth 


Business titans, pop stars, royals

James H. Simons, a reserved 
mathematician and hedge fund op- 
erator from Boston now approach- 
ing 80, is a big Democratic donor. 
Warren A. Stephens, a 60-year-old 
golf enthusiast once called the king 
of Little Rock, Ark., inherited a fam- 
ily investment bank and became a 


But Simons and Stephens are 
both billionaires who have used 
the services of offshore finance, 
the trusts and shell companies that 
the world’s wealthiest people use to 
park their money beyond the reach 
of tax collectors and out of the pub- 
lic eye. 

Simons was the main benefi- 
ciary of a private trust, never previ- 
ously described, that was one of the 
largest in the world. 

In response to recent questions 


had transferred his share to a Ber- 
muda-registered charitable foun- 
dation. 

Stephens used an opaque hold- 
ing company to own an approxi- 
mately 40 percent stake in a loan 
business accused by the federal 
Consumer Financial Protection 
Bureau of cheating working-class 
and poor Americans. While earn- 
ing millions from the investment, 
Stephens helped finance a political
